and lino scenery of the background com- 
bine to render what it has beenpronounced 
by travellers from all iiarts — ono of the 
most lovely spots on the earth. This, to- 
gether with its magnilicent climate, which 
is beautifully clear, cool iiiid fresh during 
the whole summer .season, aud very mild 
in winter, mutit in tho future render it a 
place of ^reat resort. Throe miles from 
•yigtoria is tJie harbor of EsquimivU, ono 
of tho finest on the Pacific Coa.st, and tlio 
jirojiosod terminus of the Canada Pneiflc 
Railway. There is here a naval station, 
at which there are gonorally two or throe 
shi[)s of war." 

PiLSsing to the Mainland, Mr. Down 
gives tho distances, means of travel, &c., 
and then plunges into the gorgeous Fra- 
sor Rivor scenery: 

"FromYalo to Lytton, 57 miles, thi.s 
road jiasses along tho .t''raser River 
through some of the grandest scenery iu 
the world. On e:u;h side of the rivor, 
which is very rapid, tho mountains, which 
are gonorally covered with trees, rise to a 
height of over 3,000 feet. Near the anm- 
mit of those mou'ntaina may be observed 
here and there a thin, silver streak of fall- 
ing waler, whieh, gathering s(reiigth as it 
descends, swells into a catrract of con- 
siderable iiiagnidide, anil rushes with tro- 
lueiidous force into the foaming river 
beneath. On the side of tho mountains 
— now near the leyel of the river, and now 
a thnusahd feet above it, now passing 
along natural benches, now on narrow 
h'dires of I'oek, now- r'rossing by idender 
liridges over deep I'liasm:-., now sitddouly 
t urn ing shar[iiy round till' angles of the 
roeks runs the road, in (he eoiis(riie( ion 
of which (lie beat engineering skill has 
evidently been employed. On the road 
may bu aeon tho fine four-horse mail 
coaeh of whieh 'Mr. F. .T. Barnurd is (he 
enterprisin;.; jin iprielor. and wliieli runs 
oiiee ill eaeh wei'l: bi lv.eeii Yale and Bar- 
l;erville. There iiiaytdMi lie seen large 
freight v.-,igons -two of v,hich, linked to- 
gether, are drawn by sixteen mules and 
oxon, besides long trains of mules each 
loaded with goods strajijjed on its back, 
toiling slowly along 'he road to the min- 
ing di.slricts of C;triitoo." 

Haviiio- touched ttgrienlture lightly, ho 
proi ei'ils: •'d'he mineral roKources of the 
eoi!ii[|-y ari; iindonlitedly very great. Gold 
is found in more or loss quantities over a 
very large area, but actual mining is con- 
fined to but coiu]3arative]y few localities. 
T'he yield though steady is not as great as 
in former years, but it is hoped that now 
discoveries and the application of capital 
and machinery will soon lead to further 
developments. Silver h.as recoutly been 
found in tho neighborhood of tho Frasor 
River, about 90 miles from New Westmin- 
ster, and it is stated that a largo sample 
of tho ore has been assayed at San Fran- 
cisco with most 1 xtraordinary results. 
Tlierc are inexhaustible bods of bitumin- 
ous coal on the .sontheast coast of Vancou- 
ver Island, and it is .stated that anthracite 
has been lately discovered within 30 miles 
of Victoria. It is also rumored that iron 
has boon found in close proximity to the 
coal dejiosits. Should this be tho ease, it 
cannot (ail to prove an immense source ol 
we.ihh to the eottutry. 'I'he timber in 
:;oiii'^ jiiirls of Jiriti h Columbiais remark- 
ably liie'. At liiirr.u'.l Inlet, nine miles 
from New Westmiustor, there arc pine 
trees 27 to 80 feet in circumference. 
I'liore arc hero two o.Ktensivo saw mills, 
'vhi:'!i cvjiort hirge iiuautities of lumber. 
Burrard Inlet i-- tho lur.g-^t and finest liar- 
l)or oil the maiiilaiei, and is proposed as a 
terminus for the Caiie.da J'aciflo Railway 
-tho choice, v, hiidi v.-ill, doubtless, be 
soon determined by the surveys now in 
jirogiess, appearing to la.y between it and 
Esipiinudt. The fish of British Columbia 
— the salmon, in ]iartii'ular — is tho finest 
in the world, and will probably, ere long, 
form a large item of exjiort. The con- 
struction of tho railway through British 
Columbia cannot fail to develop its re- 
sources to an extent of which oven the 
most sanguine has no conce]itii)n, and ad.l 
vastly to the general prosperity aud wealth 
of tho Dominion."
